Federal  Ruliag

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  (RNS) 
— A  new  ruling  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  will  preserve 
the  social  security  rlgh^ts  ef 
thousands  of  clergymen  and 
members  of  religious  orders 
who  paid  their  self-employment 
tax  for  1955  but  neglected  to 
file  the  required  waiver. 

It  provides  that  clergymen 
who  paid  their  taxes  before 
April  17,  1956,  for  the  19SS 
calendar  year,  will  he  presumed 
to  have  met  the  requirements 
of  law  “provided  a  w  a  i  v  c  t 
certificate  is  filed  without  un¬ 
necessary  delay." 

Members  of  the  clergy  and 
religious  orders  must  file  a 
waiver  of  social  security  exemp¬ 
tion  before  April  15,  1967,  in 
order  to  qualify  for  coverage. 
The  waiver  la  known  as  In¬ 
ternational  Revenue  Service 
Form  2031.

well  presented  will  make  any 
Brotherhood  grow  and  go. 

A  good  program  lor  a 
Brothyrjiood  should  have  a  pOr- 
pose.  It  should  point  somewhere 
and  not  be  lor  entertainment 
only.  Purpose  can  be  put  into 
the  programs  by  ^e  program 
vice-president  '(who  is  chielly 
responsible  tor  their 


in  regular  execiitivc  committee 
meetings  il  the  programs  are 
to.be  planned  and  presented 
with'  purpose  and  dispatch. 

Atm^phere.  Creating  the 
propter  atmosphere  in  Brother¬ 
hood  meetings  ir  mBkt  import¬ 
ant.  Understandably,  the  me^ 
can  deal  more  intelligently  and 
effectively  with  matters  per- 
tainiirg  to  the  church  and  de¬ 
nomination  when  they  work  in 
a  spiritugl^mospherc.  The  pro¬ 
grams  should  be  so  arranged 
'  that  the  lellowship,  devotion, 

I  business,  and  program  periods 
will  be  blended  in  such  a  way 
;  that  the  presence  ol  Christ  will' 
be  leiriiy  every  man.  Creating 
the  proper  atmosphere  is 
achieved  by  the  use  of  songs, 
prayer,  scripture,  and  well- 
planned  business  and  program 
[  periods.  Brotherhood  officers 
I  are  cautioned  not  to  make  the 
i  programs  lor  the  Brotherhood 
'  meetings  too  lormaL  However, 

I  they  should  watch  and  not  plan 
I  them .  so  that  they  will  be  too 
■  inlormal,  lor  -too  much  ia- 
i  formality  may  prevent  the 
spiritual  tone  that  every  meet¬ 
ing  should  have. 

Timeliness.  Each  program 
should  be  related  to  the  church 
or  denominational  calendar.  It 
should  point  toward  a  practical, 
seasonal  emphasis,  stress  some 
organizational  objectives,  or 
present  some  basic  plan  which 
may  be '  instrumental  in  the 
building  or  strengthening  of  the 
lives  of  Christian  laymen. 

Participation.  To  build  in¬ 
terest  and  develop  men.  it  is 
necessary  to  plan  lor  partlctpa- 
,  tion  by  several  men  on  the  pro¬ 
gram  at  each  meeting.  There 
are  minor  parU  in  the  singing.
